This responds to the Restriction and Election of Species Requirement, dated August 1, 
2007 (timely filed by Tuesday, September 4, 2007 (September 1, 2007 being a Saturday, and 
Monday, September 3, 2007 being a Federal Holiday within the District of Columbia)). 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Group I (claims 1-20) for 
examination, without traverse . 

In addition, the Examiner has required the Applicants to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits. 

In response, Applicants elect the following species, also without traverse. 

Species A: macro molecular polymerization enzyme and polyhydroxy alkanoate 
synthase.

Species B: reproduction of acyl coenzyme A. 
Species C: aromatic thiol and thiophenol. 

Species D: hydroxy alkanoate and poly (hydroxy alkanoate). Examples of Species D are 
disclosed, for instance, at page 16, line 25 to page 17, line 3, at page 17, line 25 to page 18, line 
4, and at page 23, line 13 to page 24, line 25. See also Examples 7 and 8. 

The claims that read on the elected species are 1-5, 1 1-20, and 24-27. 

If the elected species is found to be allowable, then Applicants respectfully request 
examination of the generic claims. Upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicants request 
consideration of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the 
limitations of an allowable generic claim. Applicants believe that at least claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected 
subject matter.
